Commission halts construction of new DA building 


The Coffee County Commission 
held a special emergency meeting 
on Thursday, August 11 and put the 
construction of a new building for 
the county's District Attorney on 
hold because of an error that result- 
ed in the building being built on 
private property located next door to 
the courthouse in Enterprise. 

According to Probate Judge Mar- 
ion Brunson, the new building is 
being constructed on land owned by 
Lena Goodson. 

Brunson explained that in 1981 
the county purchased a tract of the 
Goodson property that excluded a 
strip measuring 50 by 103. The 
new building under construction is 
apparently located on that strip not 
owned by the county! 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
told the commissioners that they 
had. two choices, "One, condemna- 
tion of the prope rly or two, picking 
up our stuff, tearing down the work 
already done and putting the land

back like it was," 

After the commissioners ex- 
pressed opposition to any condem- 
nation procedures, Rowe said "We'll 
just go down there, tell Mrs, Good- 
son we're sorry it happened, put the 
property back like it was and then 
pick up our tools and get off her 
property.” 

County maintenance supervisor 
John Flowers reported that the 


county had already spent over 
$5,000 in construction of a retain- 
ing wall and the building's founda- 
tion, and after being told the work 
would have to be removed, asked 
where the building would be placed. 

The commissioners stated they 
would have to consider a new site 
and would make their selection as 
soon as possible. 


Hearing set for today in Elba

Area schools announce guidelines for free and reduced lunches 


The Elba City Schools and the 
Coffee County Board of Education 
have announced their policies for 
free and reduced-price meals for chil- 
dren served in schools under the Na- 
tional School Lunch Program and/ 
or School Breakfast program. 

Local school officials have 
adopted the following household 
size and income criteria for deter- 
mining eligibility: 

If total household income is 
within the limits listed above, chil- 
dren of that household may be eligi- 
ble for either free or reduced-price 
meals. 

Parents may apply by complet- 
ing the application forms sent 
home with a letter. Additional cop- 
ies are available at the principal's 
office in each school. The informa- 
tion provided on the application is 
confidential and will be used only 
for the purpose of determining eli- 
gibility. The information on the ap- 
plication may be verified at any 
time during the school year. Appli- 


cations may be submitted any time 
during the school year. 

In accordance with program regu- 
lations school officials will be veri- 
fying the income of some house- 
holds at some time during the 
school year. Selected households 
will be requested to provide income 
documentation in order to continue 
receiving free and reduced-price 
meals. 

Social Security numbers must 
be provided for all household mem- 
bers 21 years of age or older. If a 
household member 21 years or older 
does not have a Social Security 
number, it must be indicated that an 
application has been made. Aliens 
ineligible for Social Security num- 
bers should indicate their status on 
the application. 

In certain cases, foster children 
are also eligible for these benefits. 
If a family has such children living 
with them and wishes to apply for 
such meals for them, t! ey should 
contact the school. 


BLEED THROUGH 


In the operation of child feeding 
programs, no child will be discrimi- 
nated against because of race, sex, 
color, religion, national origin, age 
or mental or physical handicap. 

Under the provision of the free 
and reduced-price meal policy, the 
principal of each school will review 
the applications and determine eligi- 
bility. 

If a parent is dissatisfied with the 
ruling of the official, he may wish 
to discuss it in more detail with 
that official. If a parent wishes to 
review the ruling further after dis- 
cussing it with the school, he/she 
has a right to a fair hearing. This 
may be done by making a request 
either orally or in writing to:

Hearing procedures are outlined 


in the free and reduced-price meal 
policy. 

If a household member becomes 
unemployed or if the household size 
changes, the household should con- 
tact the school to file a new appli- 
cation. Such changes may make the 
children of the household eligible 
for free or reduced-price meals if the 
household income falls at or below 
the level shown above. 

A complete copy of the policy is 
on file in each school and in the of- 
fice of the superintendents of both 
Elba City Schools and Coffee 


County School System, 
where it may be reviewed by any 
interested party 


All questions on the free and re- 
duced-price application must be 
completed, Failure to include infor- 
mation on household members, in- 
come or Food Stamp case number, 
information on Social Security, and 
the signature of an adult household 
member will result in the denial of 
benefits. 


that charges of absentee ballot 
abuse are spreading like wildfire and 
he reminded voters that his office 
and the Attorney General are con- 
ducting a statewide investigation of 
possible abuses. 

"The right to cast an absentee 
ballot is an important part of Amer- 
ican democracy and an absentee vote 
is just as sacred as voting in per- 
son," stated Browder, "but if you 
plan to vote absentee, make sure 
you meet the legal requirements." 

In his message, Browder said 
that the two qualifications for cast- 
ing an absentee ballot are that the 
voter must be unable to go to the 
polls due to physical illness or in- 
firmity or that the voter will be ab- 
sent from the county on election 
day. 

Besides being careful that voters 
meet the legal requirements for vot- 
ing absentee, Browder is urging 
candidates and voters to avoid undue 
influence in the absentee election 
process. State law provides criminal 
penalties for encouraging an illegal 
ballot or illegally assisting an ab- 
sentee voter, 


election, and for the first time ever, 
only those voters in each district 
will cast votes for their candidates. 

In Ward 1, where residents will 
vote at the old Mulberry School, 
incumbent Gladys Yelverton will 
seck a second term on the council 
and will be opposed by Jerry 
McMillan, a decorated veteran of 
the Viet Nam conflict and an em- 
ployee of General Telephone and 
L.M., Burch, an employee of Gener- 
al Telephone and a local business- 
man, 

In Ward 2, where residents will 
vote in the Army Reserve Center 
on the Claxton Avenue, incumbent 
John W. Sharpless will seek a third 
term on the council and will be op- 
posed bys former councilman L.F., 
"Sonny" Inman and political new- 
comer Tim Morrow, a lifelong Elba 
resident. 

In Ward 3, where voters will 
cast their ballots at the recreation 
center at the old city pool, three po- 
litical newcomers will vie for a seat 
on the council, Eddie Vaughan, Earl 
McCollough and Larry Bradshaw, 
all longtime Elba residents, will 
seck the seat. 

In Ward 4, where citizens will 
vote at the public library, Ben Car- 
penter, a familiar face in city poli- 
tics, will oppose Bill Brunson, a 
political newcomer and a lifelong 
resident of the city.

Jesus is coming again, and men must be prepared to meet Him when He 
comes again, It is very comforting to some to think that surely they will 
have a second chance to be saved, Some teach that a loving God could not 
send people to hell without giving them a second chance, Others even go so 
far as to say that everyone will be saved, because of the love of God. But the 
scriptures are clear that when Christ comes again, those who are lost will be 
eternally lost, and will not have a second chance to obey God 

"For the Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first: then we which are alive and remain shall be caught up with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord” (1 Thess. 4:16-18). This most spectacular event in the history of 
the world will be a sudden event. Paul continues, "For yourselves know that 
the day of the Lord cometh as a thief in the night" (1 Thess. 5:2). It will be 
sudden and unexpected, and men will have no second chance, 

Often a tragedy, such as war, will cause people to repent and ask the Lord 
for forgiveness. But many never get that chance because death comes too 
swiftly to them, The Lord's second coming will be such that many who 
would repent if they had time, just will not have time. John described a vi 
sion of men unprepared to meet God: "And the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the chief captains, and the mighty men, and every bondman, 
and every free man, hid themselves in the dens and in the rocks of the moun- 
tains; and said to the mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from the 
face of him that sitteth on the throne, and from the wrath of the lamb: for 
the great day of his wrath is come; and who shall be able to stand?” (Rev. 
6:15-17). 

In the story of the rich man and Lazarus, the rich man was in torment, and 
would have done anything to be freed, but he received no second chance. 
Abraham said to him, “between us and you there is a great gulf fixed: so 
that they which would pass from hence to you cannot; neither can they pass 
to us, that would come from thence” (Luke 16:26). There was no second 
chance for the rich man. 

Peter reminds us, “The Lord is not slack concerning his promise, as some 
men count slackness, but is longsuffering to us-ward, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should come to repentance. But the day of the 
Lord will come as a thief in the night" (2 Pet. 3:9-10). God is longsuffer 
ing, and wishes none to perish, but when the Lord comes again, there will 
be no second chance. Be prepared!

Made Its ‘Mother

There are three horrible odors 
from my childhood that I've tried 
hard (without success) to forget: 
Mama's sour kraut a ‘workin’. Mr. 
Lum's fox grape wine a ‘brewin', 
and Grandma's vinegar when it was 
a ‘makin’ its ‘Mother’. 

I've spent years wondering why 
these three fumes keep hounding 
me. Finally I've reached this con- 
clusion: The frequency of the sour 
kraut odor (and its pleasant after- 
math when served with cracklin' 
bread) rendered it an inescapable 
memory, It was the shock and se- 
cret elements of the fox grape wine 
that sealed it forever in my ‘smells 
bank’. And, without a doubt, it was 
the intensity and awfulness of 
Grandma's vinegar that is to blame 
for my never being able to dismiss 
its putridity from my nostrils. (The 
goshawful pickled pigs' feet that 
my ancestor preserved with the vin- 
egar and tried to force upon me ha- 
ven't helped me forget Grandma's 
vinegar any sooner either). 

Yes, the smell of my Mama's 
sour kraut was a frequent and as pre- 
dictable as the sun's rising. Every 
passing year found us setting oul 
more and more cabbage plants--(un- 
til one season we topped out at 
1500). And every spring my si- 
blings and I tried harder and harder 
to devise means to thwart the mak- 
ing of so much kraut. 

First we'd beg mama to cook the 
young, tender cabbages every day-- 
hoping there'd be none left to ‘head’ 
for kraut. Then we'd pray for the 
weather to intervene--to turn either 
very wel or very dry so the cabbage 
heads would burst open and soon 
spoil. I'd even lay awake nights a 
‘dreamin’ up mischief--like letting 
the cows out into the cabbage patch 
to wipe it out quickly. And every 
day during kraut season Bill'd re-

mind Mama of the hidden dangers 
of gathering cabbages--of his two 
close calls while performing the 
menial task. (One came when a 
ground rattler, hidden underneath a 
huge cabbage leaf, struck out at 
Bill's hand as he whacked the 
plant's stem with a butcher knife. 
Another came when our old mule, 
Frank, ran away with Bill and the 
ground slide, scattering enough cab- 
bages over the steep hillsides to 
make sauerkraut for a German 
army), 

Our tireless efforts at sidetrack- 
ing Mama were useless, however, 
Hot summer mornings always 
found her cutting cabbages into 


quarters and removing the cores, It « 


found Bill, Frances, and me taking 
turns bending over a wooden twen: 
ty-gallon-barrel. There we choppec 
the cabbage pieces--up and down 
up and down, up and down, endless- 
ly--with a hoe that had been flat- 
tened and sharpened for the very 
purpose. 

The shredded vegetable was ther 
layered with salt and packed tightly 
into four-gallon-churns. It was 
topped with, first of all, giant cab- 
bage leaves, next a clean saucer, and 
then a scrubbed, flat rock to hold the 
shredded cabbage underneath the 
brine as it made its own water. Last 
of all the churn was tied over with a 
clean flour sack, Then it just sal 
there--in the dogtrot or out on the 
lean-to-porch--sat like a miserable 
woman with her head rag on, a 'sit- 
tin’ and a ‘waitin’ her appointec 
time. 

I was certainly happy that 'the 
appointed time’ for Mama's kraut 
was only 3-4 days, not the nine 
days my Grandma Shirley insisted 
on for hers. But even four days for 
kraut was a long time for as 
Mama's kraut began a ‘workin’ it 
began a ‘smellin', It became a full 
time job for me--one I hated--just 
chasing the bees and gnats away 
from the vicinity of the kraut's 
stench with a leafy bough from a 
peach tree. The task always made 
me feel woozy, in need of a whiff 
of Granny's smelling salts to clear 
the stinking kraut from my head. 

Nonetheless, even the smell 
from Grandma Shirley's ‘endless- 
wait-kraut’ could not be compared 
with the odor I encountered one fall 
afternoon at my friend Estelle's. As 
we rushed into a back room for pa- 
per dolls I spied a churn and smelled 
a smell. Instinctively I rushed over, 
jerked off the churn rag, ready to 
holler, "Your milk has clabbered 
and tumed to whey”, It is hard to re- 
call now, forty years later, if ‘twas 
the strong scent or Estelle's shout, 
"No! Close It!" that bowled me 
over. Embarrassment flooded my 
chum, head to foot, as she apolo- 
gized for the sinfullness of her step- 
dad's, Mr. Lum’s, fox grape wine a 
‘brewin' right under my nose. 

But forget the nastiness of the 
aforementioned odors of my child- 
hood. They are nothing compared to 
this last--this odor to make grown 
men shed tears or a skunk run for 
cover, And I was by no means the 
only one to realize the intensity of 
that smell coming from the up- 
ple peels and water a 'sittin' in a 
crock in the corner of Grandma's 
kitchen. Even my good Christian 
Grandpa was heard to say to Grand- 
ma, "Ma, the buzzards who're usta 
living offen Lum's squeezin's dowr 
at his still--even those buzzards are 
turning back at the edge of yo' 
yard". Yessiree, while those simpl 
ingredients huddled in the shadow: 
quietly forming a hideous skin 
over the top, they were creating ¢ 
wide reputation for themselves 
They were becoming the world’ 
most infamous stench--one : il nev 
er be able to forget--the foulness o!

Record turnout casts votes in Elba municipal election 


The voters in the City of Elba 
turned out in record number on 
Tuesday, August 23 for the munici- 
pal elections and after the votes 
were counted it was evident that the 
voters will have to return to the 
polls on Sept.13 to settle a total of 
four runoffs. 

In the mayor's race, county co- 
ronor Fred Moore carried three of 
five districts to finish atop the five 
man field with a total of 508 votes. 
Incumbent Bob English carried 
only one district, but managed to 
place second with 433 votes and 
will advance to oppose Moore in a 
runoff. Councilman Jack Prescott 
finished third with 342 votes, while 
businessman Jeff Bimbo placed 
fourth with 265 votes and former 
mayor Bob Folsom finished fifth 
with 19 votes, 

In District 1, incumbent Gla- 
dys Yelverton tallied 133 votes to 
win without ayunoff. Jerry McMil- 
lan placed second in the race for the 
council with 71 votes, while L.M. 
Burch received 60 votes. 


In District 2, incumbent John 
W. Sharpless was the top vote gét- 
ter with 137 votes; however, he 
was forced into a runoff with former 
councilman L.F. ‘Sonny’ Inman, 
who followed closely with 101 
votes. Political newcomer Tim 
Morrow received 72 votes. 

In District 3, Eddie Vaughan 
was the top vote getter with 150 
votes, but was forced into a runoff 
with Earl McCollough, who placed 
second with 95 votes. Receiving 85 
votes was Larry Bradshaw. 

In District 4, which had only 


two candidates, Bill Brunson was 
elected to the council as he received

Coffee County Circuit Judge 
Terry Butts accepted Horstead's 
guilty plea and sentenced him to 
life in prison, as recommended by 
Folmar. 

Horstead was charged in connec- 
tion with the death of seven-year- 
old Antonio Jermaine Brundidge, 
whose body was found in a vacant 
lot in Enterprise on March 13. 

Brundidge had been missing 
since the evening of March 12, 
when he was last seen with Hor- 
stead. Horstead was arrested the fol- 
lowing day and charged with capital 
murder and interfering with the cus- 
tody of the child. The custody 
charge and a later charge of sexual 
abuse were both dropped. 

Last week's hearing, which was 
scheduled for Thursday, August 18, 
was to have been the fifth for Hor- 
stead, age 32, a resident of the Shi- 
loh Community, located between 
Elba and New Brockton. 

It was reported that one hour 
prior to the start of the planned 
hearing, Folmar notified Judge 
Butts that after a complete evalua- 
tion by the state concerning the 
facts of the trial and the forensic 
testimony, it had been agreed upon 
that a plea of guilty would be ac- 
cepted if the charge would be les- 
sened to murder. 

"We could have gone through 
with a full-fledged court case on 
this and based on our experience the 
outcome would have been the 
same," stated Folmar, "so, we're 
just saving the taxpayers time and 
money.” 

Horstead will be transferred to a 
state prison for his life sentence and 
will be eligible for parole in 15 
years. 


helpful in his department for the 
commission to change the deadline 
for the policy change from October 
1, 1988 until March 1, 1989. 

Pool explained that the county's 
"dry months" were ahead and if the 
employees with extra "comp time" 
took time off in coming weeks the 
county would not be able to get 
work done prior to the rainy sea- 
son. 

The commissioners understood 
Pool's problem and agreed that it 
would change the deadline for all 
county employees and that in the 
future the Feb.1 date would be the 
date when any employee with over 
40 hours of comp time would lose 
the added hours. 

Comm. Jimmy Bryan com- 
plained that the coupty wasn't treat- 
ing everyone the same and asked his 
fellow commissioners to "treat eve- 
ryone equally!” 

"It's not fair to make some em- 
ployees use their comp time be- 
cause of an upcoming deadline and 
then change the deadline for the 
sake of others,” said Bryan. "It's 
also not fair to let some employees 
be paid for overtime when others 
can't collect overtime pay and are 
forced to use comp time!” 

Comm. Bryan complained that 
one county employee had received 
over $1,000 in recent months for 
overtime work and that others had 
been told overtime pay was not al- 
lowed, forcing the employees to 
take time off in place of the extra 
pay. 

Bryan also objected to the fact 
that the overtime pay had been ap- 
proved by four cornmissioners, who 
were called on the telephone, and 
not approved or even discussed at a 
regular meeting of the commission, 

The commissioners discussed the 
objections made by Bryan, but took 
no definite action. 

Monday's meeting began at 9:00 
a.m. and the first order of business 
was to open bids on numerous 
items. 

The first item to be discussed 
was a computer system for all 
county offices, for which bids were 
actually opened at the previous 


meeting. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns reported that although a bid 
of $109,976 was not the low bid, it 
included many added hours of train- 
ing and if the cost of the training 
was added to the low bid, it would 
be high by almost $10,000. 

Burns also stated that the low 
bid couldn't meet all specifications 
and reported that from a total cost 
of approximately $180,000 to piace 
the computers in all offices, the 
county's share would be $132,000. 

The commission was originally 
confused about the difference in the 
$109,976 bid and the later price 
quoted by Burns; however, it later 
agreed that the total package was 
needed and voted to purchase the en- 
lire system, including an annual 
maintenance fee of approximately 
$13,000. 

The commission stated it was 
now paying over $32,000 per year 
for computer services and reported 
that by purchasing the computers, 
that expense could be used to pay 
for the computers. 

Only two of ten potential bidders 
offered prices on a grapple loader to 
be used by the highway department, 
with the low bidder being Ingram 
Equipment, of Birmingham, with a 
bid of $18,430. The commission 
accepted the bid over the other bid 
of $20,037 from Truck Equipment 
Company. 

Fuel for county vehicles was 
purchased from the low bidder, 
Heath Oil Company, who entered a 
bid of $4,833.90. Other bids were 
from Grimes Oil” ($5,068) and 
Home Oil ($6,255.50), 

Comm. Eugene Bradley brought 
up the age old problem of employ- 
ees being allowed to take their 
county vehicles home after working 
hours and told the commission that 
he would like to see all vehicles 
parked at the conclusion of the day, 
including vehicles in the Sheriff's 
Department. 

Bradley stated that the county 
was wasting money allowing the 
employees to drive the vehicles 
back and forth from their home to 
work and said the county would re- 


alize huge savings if the vehicles 
were parked, 

The commission had a mixed re- 
action to the idea, but agreed to 
study the proposal and take action 
at its next meeting. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***votcd to send out invitations to 
bid on the installation of sewer 
lines to the site of the proposed 
new county health office, in Enter- 
prise, with Comm. Robert Stc- 
phens voting no; 

***hoard an architect make a pres- 
entation concerning the design and 
construction of the new health of- 
fice; 

***heard a representative of the 
South Central Mental Health Board 
request an increase in funding from 
$6,500 to $15,000 annually; 
***discussed a problem of working 
on a road that wasn't opened with 
permission of the landowners; 
***was informed by the county en- 
gineer that five federal projects had 
been completed and five bridges 
would be set for construction by 
December; 

***was informed that in the past 
year the engineering department had 
constructed five bridges on county 
roads and resurfaced many miles of 
roadway; 

***agreed to allow mechanics at the 
county shop to do repairs on county 
vehicles; 

***approved a request to purchase a 
"hot pot" for the highway depart- 
ment; 

***agreed to send oul invitations to 
bid on fuel and signs; 
***authorized the commission 
chairman to sign the county's recent 
audit report; 

***was informed of ‘Open House’ 
at the new pound operated by the 
Humane Society on the Daleville 
Highway, near Enterprise; 

***heard Comm. Robert Stephens 
suggest that the county purchase 
land adjacent to the county jail now 
being used by jail employees; 
***and, appointed Dewrell Gali- 
more to a term on the South Cren- 
shaw Water Authority.
